RETIREMENT . 
BILL PASSED 
BY SENATE 


With Only Brief Debate 
Measure Is Adopted With- 
out Amendment by Vote 
of 76 to 4; Has Been Ap- 
proved by House. 


OPPONENTS CALL IT 
“BAIT TO JUDGES” 


Johnson and Robinson

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—With 


only a brief flurry of debate col- 
ored with the bitterness which 
President Roosevelt’s proposal to 
reform the judiciary has stirred, the 
Senate today passed without 
amendment the McCarran-Sumners 
bill permitting Justices of the Su- 
preme Court who are 70 years or 
over to retire on full pay. 

The vote was 76 to 4, only irrec- 
encilables opposed to any ‘court 
change voting in the negative. The 


measure has already peen passed 
by the House. 

The administration strategy has 
been to rush this bill to passage 
in the hope that some Justices may 
be persuaded to retire. And if 
they do not retii> in the next six 
weeks or two months the President 
will then call upon those who have 
held a neutral position to vote for 
the compulsory retirement implied 
in his own court bill in the fina 
showdown. . 


“Bait to Justices.” 


Several of the President’s bitter- 
est foes in the Senate, notably Sen- 
ator Burke of Nebraska, a Demo- 
erat, and Senator Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, progressive Republican, sug- 
gested that the voluntary retire- 
ment bill was merely a form of 
“bait” to lure present Justices from 
the Supreme bench. 

One proposal to make the retire- 
ment provisions of the bill effective 
four years after passage was quick-

4 to 12 Years for Plot - 


To Sell U. S. Navy Secrets 


John S. Farnsworth, Former Officer, Sen- 
tenced on Plea of No Contest — 
Offense “Abhorrent” Judge Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Sen- 


tencing John 8. Farnsworth, for- 
mer navy Lieutenant-Commander, 
to four to 12 years’ imprisonment 
on a charge of conspiring to sell 
naval secrets to the Japanese, Jus- 
tice James M. Proctor declared in 
District Court today that “this is 
such a plot as is abhorrent to ev- 


ery good citizen.” 

“It was a continuous and persis- 
tent plot cleverly carried on by you 
and the emissaries of a foreign 
country, masquerading under di- 
plomatic guise and hiding behind 
diplomatic immunity,” he _ told 
Farnsworth. 

“Through deception, stealth, 
thievery, and imposition on your 
friends in the naval service, you 
succeeded in obtaining confidential 
information and delivering it to 
these emissaries for money. 

“If we had ben at war, your acts 
would have been treason, and pun- 
ishable by the severest penalty. It 
seems to me that the duty rests 
upon the Court in a case of this 
sort to impose such a sentence as 
will be a deterrent to others—so 
that others, tempted as you have 
been, to sell out their country, 
will consider your condemnation 
and degradation before doing so.” 

Farnsworth will be confined in 
the Lorton, Va., reformatory near 
this city. 


Pilea of No Contest. 


He had thrown himself on the 
mercy of the court by pleading nolo

contendere, He later asked Justice 
Proctor to permit him to 

that plea to not guilty, but the jus- 
tice refused. 

The 43-year-old former naval fly- 
er’s last move before he was sen- 
tenced was to ask an arrest of judg- 
ment. He withdrew that motion this 
morning. 

Farnsworth was arrested last 
July by Justice Department agents 
who said they had conducted an 
extended investigation of his activi- 
ties. Two weeks later he was in- 
dicted by a Federal grand jury on 
a charge of having communicated 
to Japanese naval aids here a copy 
of “the service of information and 
security” and other confidential 
naval documents. 

Japanese at Home. 

He was charged subsequently in 
another indictment with conspir- 
ing with Commanders Yosiyuki 
Itimiya and Okira Yamaki of the 
Japanese Navy to betray naval 
secrets. Both of the Japanese had 
served here as Embassy aids but 
are now in their native land. They 
were protected from prosecution 
by diplomatic immunity. 

After months in jail, Farnsworth 
made his nolo contendere plea as- 


sorte he could not prove his in- 
ce. 


Farnsworth, who had an out- 
stending record as a naval aviator 
was dismissed from the service in 
1927 after court martial on charges 
of acts not conducive to good 
morals. The acts, naval officers 
said, involved financial dealings 
with enlisted men.

Detective Sergt. Thomas J. Sulli- 
van died at 4:45 a. m. today in Des- 
loge Hospital, of wounds inflicted 
yesterday afternoon in a hotel-room 
pistol fight with two escaped Michi- 
gan convicts, sought for a four-day 
series of holdups here. 


One of the robbers, Raymond 
Rusch, 20 years old, of Flint, Mich., 
was killed in the hotel fight, The 
other, Alvin Mott, 19, of Detroit, 
escaped from the hotel, was over- 
taken in a stolen automobile by a 
radio-called police scout car, and 
was shot, causing his death last 
night. 

Detective Raymond Roesler, who, 
with Sergt. Sullivan, broke into the 
robbers’ room in the Leonard Ho- 
tel, 3232A Olive street, was slightly 
wounded in the right hand, and a 
bullet pierced the shoulder of his 
overcoat. In the pursuit of Mott 
by a police trio, Detective Louis 
Shoulders fired the shot which en- 
tered the Michigan youth's head.

In a violent. rage as the result 
of a quarrel which had lasted sev- 
eral days,-Adam . Lauterbach, 71- 
year-old retired stationary engi- 
neer, shot and killed his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Carrie Lauterbach, 50, 
and then killed himself at 8:30 a.

Recently when her husband had 
become angry, he trembled violent- 
ly all over and lost control of him- 
self, Mrs. Lauterbach said.

AUTO STRIKE, THROWING OUT

Union and General Motors Inter- 
rupt Conference to Settle Dis- 
pute at Janesville, Wis.

JANESVILLE, Wis., Feb. 26.—A 
sit-down strike by 60 men closed 
the Fisher Body factory and the 
Chevrolet automobile assembly 
plant today, throwing 2700 men out 
of work.

BATTLE IS NEAR 
SEGOVIA BRIDGE 


Loyalist Forces Reported 
Mowed Down With Ma- 
chine Guns and Hand 
Grenades in Clash Along 
Manzanares River.

AVILA, Spain, Feb. 26.—The in- 
surgent command said today the 
general Government offensive on 
the Madrid front had collapsed af- 
ter a battalion of Madrid militiamen 
had been annihilated with machine 
guns and hand grenades, A bat- 
talion usually consists of 600 to 


1000 men. 

The battalion was reported to 
have attacked an insurgent con- 
centration near the Segovia bridge 
over the Manzanares River on the 
Western edge of the city in an at- 
tempt to bre:.4 the rebel siege lines, 
As the men advanced against the 
ingurgent barricades, the rebels 
mowed them down. 

The bridge is at the Southeast- 
ern corner of Casa del Campo Park, 
which is bordered on the South by 
the Estremadura road.

Dispatches from the front said 
the only fighting today saw the 
repulse of a Government assault on 
Carabanche]l Bajo, a few miles 
southwest of the capital. 

Sixty militiamen participating in 
the attack ran toward the insgur- 
gent trenches with their arms 
raised, over their heads in token 
of surrender. More than 150 oth- 
ers were killed, insurgents said. 


REBELS AT OVIEDO 


y) TAKE TO SEWERS

BAYONNE, French-Spanish 
Frontier, Feb. 26--The hand-to- 
hand struggle for possession of 
Oviedo spread into the sewers of 
the devastated city today, Govern- 
ment commanders reported. 

Blasted out of their strongholds 
above ground, including the heav- 
ily-fortified Vega arms factory, the 
remnants of the insurgent garrison 
barricaded themsefives underground 
in the Santo Domingo: section. 

Insurgent advices, however, de- 
clared attacking militiamen had 
been beaten back and that Govern- 
ment forces finally were withdraw- 
ing from the city. The insurgent 
reports admitted, however, that the 
rebels had taken to the sewers. 

Bilbao dispatches said Govern- 
ment troops had reached Central 
American Square and that houses 
were being fortified in preparation 
for fresh thrusts to drive the in- 
surgents from cover. 

The Vega erms factory, one of 
the strongest insurgent positiong in 
the northwestern Spanish city, fell 
after two days of struggle, said a 
Gijon report yesterday, . 

Capture of the factory. was ac- 
companied by renewed aerial bom- 
bardment and dynamite-throwing 
by Asturian miners. A squadron 
of bi-motored planes swept over 
the city, dropping bombs on insur- 
gent positions. The miners crept 
close to houses in the Zabal 
Equilag sector and threw their 
bundles of dynamite through the 
windows.

Justice Retirement Bill 
Passed by Senate

Johnson's statement as “amazing.” 

“Does he mean,” Robinson de- 
marided, “that he wants these Jus- 
tices to wait until another President 
shall have an opportunity to fill 
these vacancies? Is that what the 
Senator from California is saying? 
Why should not Justices of the Su- 
preme Court have the same privi- 
leges as judges of the lower court?” 

“Tl favor this bill,” Johnson re- 
plied, “but I say that I expect Jus- 
tices to retire not when any bait 
is held out to them or when any 
effort is being made to drive them 
from the bench.” 

In the first few minutes of de- 
bate the bitterness aroused by the 
President’s court proposal became 
apparent, It foreshadowed the lines 
that will sunder the Senate into 
two relentlessly warring camps dur- 
ing the coming months. 

“I should say that in my opinion,” 
said Senator Burke, (Dem.), Nebras- 

a, activeopponent of the President's 
proposal, “no Justice of the court 
might retire and retain his self-re- 
spect under the measure now being 
congidered until the bill providing 
for the appointment of six new 
Justices has been withdrawn or un- 
til it has been defeated by the 
House or the Senate.” 

McCarran denied that the retire- 
ment bill had been brought in be- 
cause of the “tension” created by 
the proposed increase in the size of 
the court.. He insisted that it had 
nothing to do with the present con- 
troversy. 

Borah on Age Limit. 


Borah reiterated the view he has 
expressed before the Senate Judici- 
ary Committee that the age limit 
should be 75 instead of 70 and that 
retired Justices should not be sub- 
ject to call for service on the Cir- 
cult bench. But Borah added that 
he would not press his view since 
it had been shown in committee 
that opinion was overwhelmingly 
against his view. 

The brief but sharp flurry of de- 
bate had subsided and the measure 
was about to come up for a vote 
when Senator A. Styles Bridges of 
New Hampshire offered an amend- 
ment which could have prevented 
the retirement measure from taking 
effect until four years after pas- 
sage. Bridges referred to the re- 
tirement bill as a “two-edged 
sword.” The overwhelming Demo- 
cratic majority speedily shouted 
down the Bridges amendment. 

Effect of Betirements. 

It is the hope of administration 
Senators who have remained luke- 
warm to President Roosevelt's pro- 
posal for enlarging the Supreme 
Court that approval of the volun- 
tary retirement measure will result 
in two and perhaps three Judges 
stepping off the Supreme Court 
bench. This, reducing by that 
many the number of Juatices to be 
appointed by the President, the 
neutral Senators hope, would ease 
what for them is @ tense political 
situation. 

According to leaders of the op- 
position, there are many in this 
wavering group, thus far listed as 
“non-committal,” who are against 
adding six new Judges, but who 
might be willing to vote for two 
or perhaps three additions to the 
high court. 

“I am convinced that if @ yote 


critics in the present fight, “we 
would have a clear majority in the 
Senate against adding six Judges. 
There is a owes reaction against 
this proposal although many are 
still discussing the possibility of 
two or three Judges.” 

Borah’s Proposed Amendment. 

Still another proposed constitu- 
tional amendment was before the 
Senate today, introduced by Borah. 
It would place limitations on the 
“due process” clause in the four- 
teenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. Borah disclosed that he had 
been working on it ever since the 
Supreme Court’s decision against 
the New York State minimum 
wage law. 

“My amendment,” Borah said, 
“would give the States full power 
to handle social and economic prob- 
lems within the States. Their laws 
could not be set aside, provided the 
procedure was regular. The due 
process clause would be limited to 
procedure. The 8w Court has 
held it covers the substance of leg- 
islation.” ) 

While Borah’s amendment 
aroused wide interest, there was 
little chance that it would ever 
come to a vote in the Senate. He 
ig one of the leading strategists in 
opposition to the President's Su- 
preme Court proposal. 

Opposition forces continued op- 
timistic over new accessions to their 
ranks, It was predicted by one op- 
position leader that within a day or 
two Senator Vic Donahey (Dem.), 
of Ohio would declare against the 
President’s plan. Donahey, who is 
ill, has thus far been listed as non- 
committal but leaning against the 
Supreme Court proposal. 

Chairman Ashurst of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, commenting 
on the retirement bill after the 
Senate had passed it, said he 
thought it was “the only fair thing 
that we could do.” Ashurst gave 
out the names of members of a 
Judiciary sub-committee that will 
consider the Borah amendment.

Shinkle, who has been fined three 
times for speeding and has paid 
court costs twice for failure to ob- 
serve stop signs, did not testify on 
advice of his attorney, Dewey God- 
rey, former chairman of the Demo- 
ratic City Committee. He said he 
'was 24 years old and a clerk. He 
is the son of the’ vice-president- 
treasurer of the Johnson, Stephens 
& Shinkle Shoe Co. A $5000. bond 
was continued pending presentation 
ef the facts to the grand jury. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney James 
McLaughlin told reporters’ that 
Shinkle also was under bond in an 
accident that occurred in Forest 
Mark last November. Police court 
mrges were dismissed, but the 
ese has not been disposed of by 
the Circuit Attorney, McLaughlin 
gaid. 

It was disclosed at the inquest 
that the two young women riding 
in Shinkle’s car, who left before the 
police arrived, were Miss Lila Mar- 
shall Childress, Veiled © Prophet 
Queen in 1935 and daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. L. Wade Childress, Clay- 
ton and McKnight roads, and Miss 
lucile Keeler, 625 South Skinker 
boulevard. They did not attend the 
inquest. Miss Childress last No- 
vember annouaced her engagement 
to Gilbert R. Pirrung, 816 South 
Hanley road, Clayton, ome of the 
occupants of Shinkle’s machine. 


Witness Telis of Crash. 

A graphic description ofthe colli- 
tion, which occurred at about 12:20 
& m., was given by George Bren- 
hac, a grocer, who was driving west 
in Lindell boulevard near - Boyle 
avenue, on the way to his home, 4256 
Maryland avenue. 

Brennac testified he observed the 
city-owned coupe crossing Lindell 
boulevard from the south. He said 
he could not “swear” that the driver 
had made a boulevard stop at Lin- 
ell, but judged, from the slow 
mpeed at which the machine was 
Moving out of Boyle avenue, that a 
stop had been made. Brennac said 
he came to a halt, as he intended ‘to 
turn right into Boyle avenue and 
planned to permit the coupe to pre- 
cede him. He saw the Shinkle ma- 
chine approaching from the west. 

“It was about 50 feet away from 
the coupe when I saw it and could 
have stopped,” the witness said in 
aiswer to a question of counsel.

Police Sergeant Joseph J. Weg- 
man, one -of the first officers on 
the scene after the accident, testi- 
fied that the jeft side of the city 
coupe was “caved in,” and the radi- 
ator of Shinkle’s car was damaged.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26-—A 
resolution calling on the House to 


override the secrecy policy adopted 
by the House Committee on Insur- 


ance for the proposed investigation 
of the Missouri fire insurance rate 
compromise, was introduced today 
by Representative Smith of St. Jo- 
seph, then withdrawn, after a bitter 
debate over the “locked door” pro- 
gram for the inquiry. 

The insurance compromise was 
arranged by R. EB. O'Malley, State 
Superintendent of Insurance. 

Smith, who initiated the investi- 
gation, said he was withdrawing 
the resolution only because of im- 


plied assurances from some of the 


House leaders. that they: would fa- 
vor open hearings, when examina- 
tion of witnesses began, - 

It was not made clear, however, 
that the Insurance Committee 
would be bound to reverse its plan 
to conduct all hearings and all ex- 
amination of witnesses in secrecy. 
This policy was adopted by a seven- 
to-five vote in the committee. 

Smith’s resolution denounced the 
secrecy plan as contrary to all pre- 
cedents and “repugnant to the in- 
terests of the people of Missouri.” 

“The unexplainable and unwhole- 
some secrecy attending the insur- 
ance affairs of this State are among 
the causes of public doubt and crit- 
icism,” the resolution continued. 
“Such conduct on the part of the 
Committee on Insurance will brand 
it and this House with an unwilling- 
ness to let the people of Missouri 
know the facts about their own 
business.” 

The House was called on to in- 
struct the committee to conduct all 
hearings openly and publicly. . 


Smith’s surprise move’ itmmiedi- 
ately drew fire from several sources 
and debate became so bitter that 
Speaker Christy had to call atten- 
tion to House’rules against person- 
alities in debate. 

Representative Hamlin of Mari- 
on County, Democratic majority 
floor leader, immediately attacked 
the resolution and charged Smith 
was attempting to. dictate the 
course of the committee. Hamlin 
was the author of an amendment 
adopted last week, when Smith’s 
resolution for an insurance investi- 
gation was introduced, which nulli- 
fied the original investigation plan 
and, its supporters said, virtually 
killed the inquiry. 

That amendment, adopted only 
after House leaders applied polit- 
ical pressure on Democratic mem- 
bers, placed the matter in the hands 
of the Insurance Committee. This 
move was expected by House lead- 
ers to satisfactorily dispose of a 
matter regarded as politically 
“hot.” 

Hamlin said the House should 
not attempt to tell the Insurance 
Committee how to conduct the in- 
vestigation, He asserted Smith’s 
resolution for the investigation was 
defective because it did not specif- 
ically authorize the Insurance Com- 
mittee to administer oaths to wit- 
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Shockley said, “and we are laying 

our groundwork now.” 

Several members requested Smith 

to withdraw his resolution and not 

ask for a vote, and he consented.

public and later admitted he had 
sent word to State officials to ap- 
prove it when negotiations were 


pending. 

The committee discussed possi- 
ble procedure at a 25-minute con- 
ference this morning, without 
reaching any decision, then ad- 
journed subject to call of the chair- 
man, 


Representative Evans of Macon 
County urged that the committee 
make some attempt to obtain the 
history of the insurance litigation, 
“so we will know what we are talk- 
ing about.” Lindhorst of St. Louis 
suggested Superintendent O'Malley, 
who entered into the compromise 
agreement, be called in infomally,

sub-committee of four members to 
look up the records and file a his 
tory of the insurances cases by Mon- 
day. However, three members of 
the committee, Keating of Kansas 
City, Evans and Junge of Benton 
County, are leaving today to be at 
their homes until Monday.

Smith bdought out that during the 
period of falling values, Williams 
sold 1,090,102 shares of Central 
States common, reducing his hold- 
ings from 90 to 50 per cent of the 
outstanding stock. The sales 
brought him $27,189,059. 

“So you got out 27 millions in 
cash and had seven millions in mar- 
ket values left in 1935?” Smith com- 
mented. Williams protested, say- 
ing he also had bought during the 
same period 318,131 shares at a cost 
of $8,212,798 so that his net cash 
receipts were $18,976,261. 

Williams then said he took a loss 
of $7,000,000 in North American Co. 
stock trades. (Central States was a 
heavy investor in North American.) 
He said $4,756,317 was paid out for 
income taxes and $3,000,000 in loans 
to Centra] States. Of the loans, he 
said $1,000,000 was repaid in cash 
and the other $2,000,000.in North 
American stock. 

Says Increases Were Normal. 

After a detailed chronological re- 
cital of the manner in which he got 
control of utilities corporations 
with assets and securities valued at 
two billion dollars since 1906 Wil- 
liams attributed his success to 
“normal” stock market increases. 

When commission counsel asked 
how he accounted for the fact that 
the securities increased in value 
from $26,200,000 in 1928 to $680,- 
000,000 on Aug. 30, 1929, Williams 
replied: “How.do you account for 
the rise in value of all stocks dur- 
ing that one and one-half year 
period?” 

The price increase, he contended, 
was not out ef line with what the 
stock market was doing at .that/ § 
time and the holdings (mostly int 
North American Corporation, a bil- 
lion-dollar company) were worth 
the $680,000,000 value. 

Williams’ success story was in 
brief: 

In 1906 he organized American 
Gas & Electric Co., for his first 
experience in public utilities. 

In 1912, with a syndicate, - pur- 
chased 60 per cent (44,036 shares 
valued at $5,724,000) of Cleveland 
Illuminating Co., which in turn was 
transferred to Central States Cor- 
poration for $1:,568,800 in notes 
and preferred and common stock. 

In 1922-1923, bought 30,000 shares 
in Central States for $800,000. In 
1924, subscribed to 49,592 shares 
and bought 11,000 shares in Central 
States for $200,000. 

Obtained 96 Per Cent Control. 

The stock purchases, made at a 
cost of $2,072,000, gave Williams 
104,671 of the outstanding 109,038 
shares, or 96 per cent control of 
Central States. . 

Williams’ shares were increased 
in 1926 when a 10-for-l split was 
declared, and in 1928 when 10 per 
cent stock dividends were declared. 
In April, 1929, a 2for-1 split, and 
in July, 1929, a 3-for-1 split, added |"

Fréed on Bond Pending Trial 
at Kansas City 
March 8. 


By-the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 26.— 
Fourteen defendants pleaded not 


guilty before Federal Judge Albert 
L. Reeves today, on vote fraud con- 
spiracy charges. 

The trials of 16 others on similar 
charges will begin March 8. Both 
groups were included in the 75 per- 
sons thus far indicted by a Federal 
grand jury in its investigation of 
the November general election here. 
Sentences ranging from six months 
in jail to three years in Federal 
prisons were imposed by Judge 
Merrill E. Otis yesterday on 
seven men already convicted. Four, 
women who pleaded no defense and 
testified for the Government were 
placed on one year’s probation. 

The nine men who pleaded today 
were released on $2000 bonds, and 
the five women released on $1500 
bonds. All were from the EFigh- 
teenth precinct of the Third Ward 
and the Twenty-fourth precinct of 
the Ninth Ward. Their trials will 
also be set for March 8&8. 

In response to an order from 
Judge Reeves, a panel of :70. pros- 
pective jurors was drawn from out- 
side Kansas City and Jackson Coun- 
ty for the March 8 trials. 


ESTIMATE BOARD OPPOSES

Declares Proposal to Double State

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment went on record today 
as opposed to the bill now pending 
in the State Senate, ‘which would 
fix a tax of 4 cents a gallon on 
gasoline, replacing the present 2- 
cent limitation,, which expires in 
November, 1938.

ATOP RED MOUNTAIN 


56-Foot Statue of St. Louis 
World’s Fair to Go on Pedes- 
tal Overlooking Birmingham. 


Vulcan, iron man and sculptural 
big shot of the St. Louis World’s 
Fair of 1904, is to stand up once 
more for his native Alabama and its 
iron industry. The 56-foot statue 
of the mythological patron of the 
forge is to be placed, this spring, 
on a pedestal 123 feet high, on Red 
Mountain, overlooking the city of 
Birmingham. 

Vulcan was designed and cast at 
Birmingham, and was sent in sec 
tions, on seven freight cars, to St. 
Louis. He was assembled in the 
Palace of Mines and Metallurgy at 
the fair, in Forest Park, and was 
the most conspicuous of the ex- 
hibits in that building. After the 
fair, he was taken apart and sent 
back to Birmingham. He was later 
reassembled, as a display at the 
Alabama State Fair, but his limbs 
were not put together right, and 
much of his impressiveness was 
lost. This time, Birmingham hopes 
to have Vulcan restored in all his 
original symmetry. 

The statue, weighing 60 tons, 
shows Vulcan at his anvil, on which 
his sledge is resting at his left, 
while his right hand holds aloft a 
bar which he has just hammered 
out. G. Moretti, New York sculp- 
tor, was the designer, and the stat 
ue is second in size, in the United 
States, only to the bronze Statue of 
Liberty in New York harbor. It is 
the largest iron statue in this 
country. - 

A letter from the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce to the 
Post-Dispatch, telling of the plans 
for reassembling and mounting 
Vulcan, asked for a photograph of 
the statue as it appeared at the 
fair here. Such a picture was 
found in the “History of the Louis- 
fana Purchase Exposition,” and 
was sent to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, which plans to use the pic- 
ture in announcements of the un- 
veiling ceremony on Red Mountain, 
scheduled for June.

PARIS, Feb. 26.—Premier Leon 


Blum and his Popular Front Gov- 
ernment are “leading France to 
catastrophe,” former Premier 
Pierre Etienne Fiandin charged to- 


day in the Chamber of Deputies. 
Flandin said “events” may soon 
force Blum to crush France's capi- 
talistic system. 

The Popular Front Government 
(of Socialists, Radical-Socialists 
and Communists) has exhausted its 
legislative program, Fiandin as- 
serted, referring to Blum’s request 
for a “pause” to permit adjustment 
of socia] reforms. 

Also exhausted is the national 
credit, Flandin said, and Blum “can 
now find no lenders, no more long 
term loans and no buyers of treas- 
ury bonds.” 

Flandin charged Blum’s financial 
policy was leading to dictatorship. 

Camille Laurent, Rightist mem- 
bere, charged a billion francs’ worth 
of gold was leaving France each 
week. 

“Two hundred million francs (ap- 
proximately $10,000,000) left today, 
and on each of the last three days,” 
Laurent asserted. Turning to Blum

And it has stood us in good stand 
in horse and suggy days and 
streamline car and airplane days 
alike.”

Capper said he indorsed several 
of the President’s judicial pro- 
grams, especially that part having 
to do with injunctions by the lower 
courts and the speeding up of jus 
tice in all courts, “but I am op- 
posed to any legislation which wil 
enable any President at any time 
to appoint additional Judges to the 
courts and thus give thé President 
unquestioned influence on what 
should be absolutely independent 
action on the part of the courts.” 

He expressed “a natural prefer- 
ence” for plans which contemplate, 
when Congress and the courts con- 
flict, a plebiscite referring the dis- 
pute to the people. 

“I believe this would go much 
further in re-establishing our 
original idea of government of real 
checks and balances,” he said.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, German, Ambassador .

What the President has proposed:is not only a 
disingenuous plan, an unsporting pian; it reeks of 
trickiness; it violates the spirit of the basic law of 
the land; it is immoral. 

Suppose it had been urged by some President 
with less prestige, less magnetism, than Mr. Roose- 
velt. Suppose Harding had proposed it, or Coolidge, 
or Hoover. The country would have rung with the 
shocked protests of many of thosé who today are 
inveighing against the “nine old men” and calling 
upon the country, for its soul’s good, to trust Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

But the principle which Mr. Roosevelt espouses, 
that of winning new power for the executive witout 
vote of the people, is the same when he proposes 
it as it would have been under a former President. 

If it would have been wrong under Harding, 
Coolidge or Hoover, it is wrong under Roosevelt. 

The end cannot justify the means when the means 
strike at the very essentials of the American form 
of government.

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DR. TOWNSEND'S CONVICTION. 

The invéstigating power of Congress has again 

been upheld by the conviction of Dr. Francis BE. 
Townsend for contempt of the House of Representa- 
tives, but the episode ig scarcely an inspiring one.

Scarcely any administration measure has been 
more widely approved by the country in general than 
the trade agreements policy. Economists, publicists, 
persons of varied political complexion have indorsed 
the plan. 

Last fall’s campaign brought out plainly the nation’s 
attitude. -When Gov. Landon, in his Minneapolis 
speech, assailed the trade agreements, and said they 
had “sold the American farmer down the river,” 
there was grief in the house of his friends. Many 
Republican leaders disagreed with his attitude. The 
Kansas City Star, one of the originators of the 
Landon boom, published a long editorial taking the 
candidate to task for his stand. 

Approval of the policy continues to cut across 
political lines. One of the witnesses before the 
Senate Finance Committee last week was Lewis 
Douglas, who resigned as Budget Director after dis- 
agreeing with administration fiscal policies. No 
political bias colored his words: 

Those who seek a system of free bargains 
made in open markets and those who seek a dis- 
tribution of wealth through producing more goods 
at lower prices must acquiesce in the efforts of 
the Secretary of State to reduce trade barriers 
everywhere. 

If a war is to be prevented, natiohs must be 
given an opportunity, by peaceful and natural 
intercourse, to obtain the things necessary at 
least for a reasonable subsistence level. 
Agriculture and industry alike have been benefited 

by the series of pacts. In addition to their economic 
value, there can be no doubt that these treaties have 
tended to lower the world’s isolationist barriers, a 
prolific cause of excessive nationalism and of the 
tension leading to war. The Senate’s early action 
to make possible continuance of this progressive 
policy is to be hoped for.

LAST OF THE “SUICIDE SQUAD.” 

One of America’s great military heroes has just 
died. His name was known to few; his reward was 
slight, but his courage and.that.of his comrades witl 
never be forgotten. Their heroism was not on the 
field of battle, but in the laboratory. The enemy 
they faced was an unknown and deadly one; they 
helped both to identify and to overcome that enemy. 

Charles G. Sonntag, buried in Arlington Cemetery 
this week, was the last survivor of Dr. Walter Reed’s 
classic experiment to determine whether mosquitoes 
transmitted yellow fevey. He was one of séveral sol- 
diers who, volunteering as human guinea pigs, per- 
mitted themselves to be bitten by the germ-laden 
insects. And this in a day when yellow fever mor- 
tality averaged 50 per cent; when its cause, preven- 
tion and cure baffled medical men. Sonntag and 
Most of his colleagues contracted the disease. All 
recovered, but one scientist, Dr. Jesse Lazear, who 
had shared the experiment, died. 

The union of science and gallantry ferreted out 
the secret of the plague, and now it has been virtually 
wiped off the earth. Reed's “suicide squad” has been 
acclaimed in Sidney Howard's play, “Yellow Jack,” 
in Paul de Kruif’s “Microbe Hunters” and elsewhere. 
They were good soldiers, and their aid in vanquishing 
one of humanity’s most dreaded scourges contributed 


more to civilization than centuries of military 
victories.

President does not wish to be dictator, writer says; but his Supreme Court plan would 
open way for a ruthless successor to destroy democracy; when masses surrender 
power to an individual, they find it impossible to withdraw their mandate; Mr. 


Roosevelt's personal popularity may blind many to danger of judiciary proposal.

T is unfortunate that most of those who 
support the President in the quarrel about 
the Supreme Court are tending more and 
more to embrace with approval the idea of 
personal government, Of President Roosevelt 
they say, “He’s a good fellow; he means well; 
let him have his way.” Of the Supreme 
Court Justices they say, “They are old 
fogies. We need new men with new views.” 
That this is a human reaction to govern- 
ment goes without saying. We are a nation 
of hero-worshippers. Millions are for Frank- 


self exercises great personal charm. 

So far, so good. But in these days, there 
is grave danger in over-emphasizing the role 
of “the individual in government. We are 
hypnotized by great leaders — Mussolini, 
Hitler, Stalin and Roosevelt. Because we 
are hypnotized, we are eager to be led by 
them. Because we want to follow them, we 
surrender powers to them. With these 
powers they exercise domination over all of 
us. The outcome is paternalism, whether 
in the form. of Fascism, Nasi-ism, Com- 
munism or New Dealism. 

In America, the danger is especially great 
because the emphasis on personalities tends 
to hide the fact that one of the fundamental 
concepts of the American Government is

The outcry which has gone up 
comes from a'profound and instinc- 
tive revulsion against so brutal a 
break with the whole American po- 
litical tradition. 


In 1920, the people would not give 
up what they believed was their 
historic security, and in 1937 they 
will no less certainly refuse to give 
up the security which they obtain 
from an independent judiciary. On 
that, their conviction will become 
adamant, however much they may 
deplore certain decisions of the 
court.

It is vain for any politician to 
imagine that he can prevail against 
a popular conviction of this sort. 
Mr. Roosevelt is a popular man and 
a skillful leader. But, in 1918, 
Woodrow Wilson was more popular 
than any human being has ever 


been while he walked the earth. 


Yet, when he challenged the in- 
stinctive conviction of the Amer- 
ican people, he was broken and 
within two years his party was in 
ruins and his cause repudiated. 

If Mr. Roosevelt really under- 
stands the American people, this is 
the critical moment in his career to 
make use of his knowledge. His 
job is to retreat as gracefully as he 
can, for the sooner he gets out of 
the hole he has digged for himself, 
the better for him and his party 
and his cause.

Employes of the offices 
would receive applications for the 
pensions, rule on the applicants’ 
eligibility, their needs, make invyes- 
tigation of and recommend the 
amount of the pension to be 
awarded. Final approval of the 
amount of pension awards rests 
with the State board. Under the 
present system this work is divided 
between the County Boards and 
trained social workers. In hear- 
ings before both the Senate and 
House Social Security Committees 
members of the State board op- 
posed this'system as being costly 
and resulting in duplication, and 
said it did not conform to the Fed- 
eral policy that the State board 
should have complete administra- 
tive control. 7 

There has been some opposition 
to the plan to abolish the present 
county boards, principally from 
members of these boards. An or- 
ganization of county pension board 
members has asked that the boards 
be given greater administrative 
powers and its members be com- 
pensated for their work. The new 
boards proposed in the measure 
would receive only expenses, as is 
the case with the present county 
boards 


Provisions of House Bill. 

The House bill, in effect, provides 
for the same change in this respect, 
although it is not specifically called 
for in the bill. That measure re- 
tains the present county board, but 
provides that its duties shall be 
assigned by the State board, which 
means, on the basis of the an- 
nounced policy of ‘he State board, 
that the county boards would be 
confined to advisory duties. 

In addition, the House bill leaves 
the way open for the State board 
to establish the county offices for 
the determination of eligibility, in- 
vestigation of applicants’ needs and 
recommendation of pension awards. 

Both bills eliminate the requisi- 
tion method of. paying pensions and 
substitute a payroll method, which 
would be handled through the State 
board.

Adult Education Urged. 
Widespread adult education was 
urged by Henry Pratt Fairchild, 
professor of sociology at New York 
University Graduate School, in a 
paper on the contribution of social 
planning to democratic living. The 
only wo>ortant thing which man 
seems reluctant to plan, he said, 
is his own social destiny, described 
as the most important of all. 
“The course of current events,” 
he went on, “makes it perfectly 
clear that the alternative to plan- 
ning is chaos. In social planning, 
the ultimate forces are the desires, 
wishes and purposes of individual 
human beings. Practical realization 
of a plan depends upon the process 
of aligning behind it the wills and 
desires of the members of the com- 
munity. 


“This is fundamentally an educa- 
tional process and one thing seems 
certain—democratic social planning 
can be carried out only on the 
basis of widespread adult education. 
Ordinary juvenile education cannot 
be relied on for conditions change 
too rapidly after the ordinary for- 
mal courses of education have been 
completed.” 

Speaking on the contribution’ of 
education to improving human re- 
lations, Mrs. Mary Shattuck Fisher, 
psychologist at Sarah Lawrence 
College, Bronxville, N. Y., defined 
democracy as “an intention about 
human life; a faith, not a political 
system, based on~the fundamental 
concept of the worth of human 
life.” Democracy, said Mrs. Fisher, 
is dynamic and not static, and must 
be created anew by each genera- 
tion. Hence, she concluded, the im-., 
portance of education to produce 
a “mature generation.” i. 8 

“It is just as important,” Mrs. 
Fisher said, “not to confuse educa- 
tion with an educational. system, 
as it is not to confuse democracy 
with a ‘democratic’ system which 
is essentially plutocratic.” 


Working Out Planned Economy. 


Social science, if unhampered, can 
work out a planned economy pro- 
ducing unprecedented prosperity, 
the conference was told by Dr. 
Walter Rautenstrauch, professor of 
industrial engineering at Columbia 
University. Without such planning, 
he asserted, erg tional economy 
will be | by the disin- 
tegration which has marked .it in 

| repeated depressions and which has 
steadily become . worse as high 
speed automatic machinery and im- 
proved. techni processes are 
placed in operation without a pro- 
portionate increase in the power 
of the public to consume. 

Vested interests, he added, have 
prevented the balance of production. 
and consumption on a national 
scale, The work of the public 
schools, he said, is to make clear 
to students’ and parents that an 
integrating economy, without un- 
necessary depressions or. unemploy- 
ment, can come only through an 
educational program analyzing in- 
dustria] and financial management 
as effectively as educators have 
analyzed physical phenomena. 

Anthropology offers a corrective 
for intellectual provincialism, in the 
opinion of Melville’ J. Herskovits, 
Northwestern University anthropol- 
ogist. He saki: 

“Both in the fields of race and 
race differences, as they pertain to 
the problem of group. superiority 


and inferiority, and in the study of |: 


modes of social behavior . which 
characterize communities whose 
traditions are entirely foreign to 
their own, -thig science offers a 
challenge to those whose intellec- 
tual background ig restrictéd to a 
knowledge of their group.”. |

REPORTED TO HOUSE 


Gives President Power to Say 
Whether Raw Materials Shall 
Go to Belligerents, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26. — The 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
yesterday voted to let President 
Roosevelt determine, in event of 
future wars, whether the United 
States should sell raw materials to 
It incorporated 
the 


President in a permanent neutrality 
bill which it approved, 15 to 3. 
Chairman McReynolds (Dem.), 
Tennessee, author of the measure, 
planned to bring it before the 
House week after next. 
Like the present neutrality law 


expiring May 1, the bill would set} 


up a rigid system of compulsory 
embargoes against exports of armis, 
ammunition and implements of 
war to belligerents.. It would re- 
tain, too, existing bans on loans 
or eredit to warring nations. 

Two Provisions May Be Opposed. 

A few members object to the 
bill’s. provision for application of 
American neutrality to civil wars, 
such as that raging ‘in Spain. 

Many more oppose giving the 
President. broad discretion to re- 
strict shipments of materials, such 
as copper, steel and cotton, which 
could be used for war purposes. 

This discretionary power is the 
major point of difference bétween 
the McReynolds bill and a neu- 
trality measure already approved 
by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. The Senate will take 
it up for debate Monday. 

The Senate bill would apply cer- 
tain restrictions to trade in war 
materials as soon as the chief exec- 
utive proclaimed existence of a state 

war.

home,” the professor continued, “it is 
fallacious to assume that the women will 
not follow them. This reaction in Ger- 
many and Italy and to some extent in 
our own country, against women finding 
employment outside the home, I regard 
as only temporary. The idea that they 
are crowding the field of production is 
absurd. We need more goods in the 
world. If we could develop adequate 
distributive processes there would be no 
such thing as over-production.”. 

“But,” said Bruno, “and this is a big 
‘but,’ when the women go outside the 
home to work we must expect new prob- 
lems in family adjustment.” He listed 
three usual attitudes a husband assumes 
toward a working wife: he may be ex- 
tremely jealous, and therefore contemptu- 
ous of the accomplishments of his spouse; 
he may be proud of her work, encourag- 
ing her and meeting without a murmur 
the implied criticism of his colleagues; 
or he may have a mixed reaction of irri- 
tation and appreciation. “You know,” 
he said, with a twinkle in his blue eyes, 
“we always like to compliment ourselves 
on our ability at picking a spouse, if the 
spouse turns out well.”

HEN he has been accused of seeing 
W only the man’s point of view, in this 

particular argument, Bruno always 
counters with the statement that it is a 
good deal harder on the successful busi- 
ness woman to be successful than it is 
on her husband, for she has constantly 
to meet the jibes of those with whom she 
works. She has, furthermore, to convert 
that public opinion which considers that 
she has violated all the mores of the 
tribe by providing for her home what 
her mag is not smart enough to provide. 

The importance of sex in post-marital 
‘adjustment has been much over-rated, 
Dr. Bruno feels. “Persons who are hav- 
ing trouble for other reasons which they 
are too unintelligent to recognize or too 
cowardly to admit, are wont to rational- 
ize it as a sex matter.. But that is just 
an alibi. If they are true social adults, 
they will realize that sex is a primary 
activity, like eating, and will not make it 
a vicious thing by indulging in it for the 
physical and emotional satisfaction which 
they should be able to find on more 
learned levels.” 


At Will Fail Unless Both Parties Are Really 
“Grown-Ups” and "Able to Take It," Says 
Dr. Frank Bruno, Who Calls It Artistic

Washington University, when asked to 
enlarge on his talk at the Y. M. C. A. on 
social and psychological adjustments aft- 
er marriage. “By grown-ups I do not 
mean persons who have passed a certain 
age, or developed to a certain point emo- 
tionally, physically or mentally, I mean 
social adults. Unless the two parties are 
grown-up socially, their marriage will fail 
no matter what the rules are. And being 
grown-up socially means an ability to 
‘take it,’ because no matter how ideal the 
set-up, emergencies are bound to arise 
which cannot be foreseen.” 


Two persons who marry expecting they 
will then have a place of refuge, a shelter 
from the world’s knocks and annoyances, 
are bound to be disappointed, the white- 
haired professor continued. “Too often, 
like social children, they are looking for 
a way to slough off responsibility and 
shift it to the other fellow. The women 
are no greater offenders in this respect 
than the men. Even prominent men in 
the world today, who, true enough, are 
making great contributions, often need a 
strong woman on whom they can depend.” 
As an example, Bruno cited the familiar 
case of the husband who looks to his 
wife to protect him from the noise of the 
children -which disturbs his reading of 
the evening paper. 


Because his home is not the place of 
refuge he thdught it would be he be- 
comes indignant, not stopping to consider 
that he has scarcely lifted a finger to 
keep things going smoothly. On the oth- 
er side of the picture is the wife who 
married in the hopes that then her trou- 
bles would be over. She would have 
money for the asking. She would auto- 
matically assume her husband's social 
position without the effort of making her 
own. Then, if for;some reason, he fails 
her, she explains that failure by accusing 
him of succumbing to counter-attractions. 
He is working too hard, perhaps, and she 
begrudges him the time his work takes 
him away from her. “You'd be sur- 
prised,” said Prof. Bruno, who has tabu- 
lated many a case’ history of domestic 
discord, “how many wives are actually

“Without this, they couldn't be 
actors and actresses,” said Director 
Clarence Brown today. “If sensi- 
tivity meang temperament, Holly- 
wood needs all it can get of it.”

New Linens in 
Spring Fashions 


By Alice Maxwell 


PARIS, 

EW linens, elected in Paris by 
fashionable vote for spring and 
summer uses, are eye-deceiving 
fabrics. Some of them lok like 
alpacas, Others have the appear- 
ance of chiffons. And several pull 
the wool over the eyes by resem- 
bling serge, hopsacking and tweed. 

Soft chiffon linens, printed in 
floral patterns, are among the new 
evening dress materials. Suiting 
fabrics include the “alpaca” linens 
in which crisp and shiny rayon 
yarns are Mixed to give the feel 
and luster of real alpaca. And 
coat materials include those which 
fall into the “wool” category — 
linen tweeds that are striped, 
checked and plaided, serge-like 
suitings, and nubby sports weaves. 

Among the more sensational of 
the new linens are those woven of 
air-shot yarns. Air is blown into 
the yarn on the soap bubble prin- 
ciple and swells it up to make it 
soft and fluffy. Air-conditioned in 
this way the yarn makes up into 
a coarse, light-weight fabric that 
is good for lining beach wraps, 
since the fluffed-up yarn is very 
absorbent. 

Several plain linen grounds are 
striped with air-blown yarns. The 
stripes in them stand out in fluffy 
ridges on the flat surface. 

Chenille stripes also work their 
way through shantung linen 
grounds. One white linen which 
has a thick white chenille stripe 
every inch or so is destined to make 
a number of smart jackets and 
chic skirts this spring. 

‘Woven linen plaids that copy 
Scotch tartans “to the laird’s taste” 
are being measured out for kilt- 
pleated skirts which will be topped 
with jackets of. plain linen. Tweed 
patterns of colored checks on nat- 
ural linen grounds are also being 
collected in the interests of warm 
weather frocks and outfits.
